Police officers in the City of 
Belle Glade will decide Aug. 18 
whether or not to go union. 

For two years a percentage 
of the officers have been mem- 
bers of the Fraternal Order of 
Police. FOP District Director 
Paul Fafieta says that number 
is now 90 percent of the force. 

He told commissioners Mon- 
day night he has filed unfair 
labor practices against the city 
because of the "shenanigans 
the administration is putting 
on. 

He says anti-union posters 
placed at the police depart- 
ment intimidate union mem- 
bers and they are being bad- 


gered. 

In a later interview, Mr. Fafi- 
eta also said city rules which 
require officers to live inside 
the city limits are unfair and 
this is one of the major prob- 
lems for the officers. 

Four officers have left the 
force since January and a fifth 
will either comply and move 


, into the city limits or lose his 


job Aug. 15. 

Police Chief Michael Miller 
said all police officers knew the 
rules when they were hired. 

"I'm implementing the City 
of Belle Glade's policy," he said. 
The rules require an officer to 
live within the city limits or to 
relocate into the city within 60

Chere McCoy of Vero Beach 
shares that concern and she's 
doing something about it. 
Chere is the founder of Ferret 
Friends Disaster Response 
International, an organization 
that has created a set of 


instructions and suggestions “ 


for protecting your pet during 
a hurricane. 

"We must love our children 
of fur, fea&her, scales and shell 
enough to prepare before the 
storm hits," Chere told me." 

Chere created the organiza- 
tion just under two years ago, 
a few days after Hurricane 
Andrew. "We lost a minimum 
of 2,000 animals in Andrew," 


she said. "Our disaster 
response team was born out of 
necessity." 


Chere and other volunteers 
spent weeks after Andrew 
shuttling supplies for animals 
between Vero Beach and Mia 
mi. "Volunteers from Texas and 
other states brought several 
tons of supplies which we load- 
ed into planes and flew into 
the disaster area," Chere said. 
That experience convinced her 
that people need guidance to 
protect their pets during a hur- 
ricane or other natural disas- 
ter. 

А lot of that guidance can be 
found in an 18-page booklet 
called the Natural Disaster 
Preparation and Action Manu- 
al. The booklet, produced by 
Chere’s organization, outlines 
safety procedures for pet own-

"Dur- 
ing Hurricane Andrew I was 
allowed to take six ferrets and 
two dogs into the hotel. Most of 
the guests at the hotel had ani- 
mals with them." 

Chere's disaster preparation 
booklet is full of good sugges- 
tions for pet. owners, If you 
would like a сору and would 
like to learn more about her 
organization, call 407-567- 
0994.

U.S. Sugar committed to helping displaced workers

One of the greaf attributes of farming commu- 
nities has always been that during any adversi- 
ty everyone pulls together. This certainly has 
been іп evidence since the announcement last 
month that South Bay Growers would be closing 
on Sept. 4. In the month since the announce- 
ment, there has been an outpouring of offers of 
assistance from businesses, government agen- 
cies and private organizations, public officials, 
civic leaders, community groups and private 
individuals have come forward to share their 
toncern, Ў 

Hundreds of South Bay employees have come 
for interviews and counseling at the Job Assis- 
tance Center located in the former administra- 
tive offices of South Bay Growers. Employers 
with-job opportunities have posted them at the 
center. Many South Bay employees are currently 
interviewing for jobs and a number have signed 
up for special retraining programs that are 
being made available. 5 

Public officials, especially those in South Bay, 
led by Mayor Clarence Anthony, and members of 
the Palm Beach County Commission, led by 


Commissioner Ken Foster, have taken leader- 
ship roles in conducting an aggressive search for 
alternate job producing businesses to locate in 
South Bay. The first fruits of the effort way 
announced last week when a decision was 
announced to locate a $34 million’ prison with 
250 to 300 jobs in South Bay. U.S. Sugar agreed 
to sell a site for the prison, the first time in 
many years that the company has given up pro- 
ductive farm land for any other use. 

We do not want.in any way to gloss over the 
seriousness of the situation due to the job losses 
created by the closing of South Bay Growers 
Nor do we want to paint an unrealistic picture «4f 
job prospects in the immediate future. The full 
impact of this situation has yet to be felt 
because most employees are still being paid and 
many have additional pay and severance bene- 
fits coming. Also, many seasonal workers who 
previously worked during, the haryest season 
have not yet come back to South Bay from their 
summer jobs. V 

We are not perfect, we make mistakes, but wi 
are trying our best to help those who have beef? 
laid off. The situation is made worse when there 
are a lot of rumors going around that are false.
